Jaysee flight officials today 
placed an order with the Timm 
aircraft company in Los Angeles 
for two $5500 advanced training 
ships to handle a possible quota 
of 20 student pilots in the ad- 
vanced air course to be offered 
here next semester. 

Flight instruction will be con- 
ducted at the Eddie Martin air- 
port, which has submitted appli- 
cation for Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority approval of the field for 
the special training, according to 
Flight Co-ordinator H. O. Russell. 
Nearly 50 graduates of the civil 
primary flight course have made 
preliminary registrations for ap- 
plication blanks. 

INCLUDE 50 HOURS 

Under direction of Mr. Russell 
the training will include from 40 
to 50 hours flying time in planes 
in the 125-225 horsepower range, 
and an additional 125 to 140 
hours ground school, both courses 
running concurrently, Mr. Russell 
said. Students will be required to 
spend approximately eight hours 
a week on air courses.

Turbulent conditions -in the world today have 
brought that ever-ready, tireless force, the Red Cross, 
to the very front lines of action. 

During the past several years the world has seen 
appalling changes wrought on its face. It has seen the 
‘shattering of century-old traditions, the disintegration 
of empires. It has seen the advance of the Nipponese 
into unconquered China, the subjugation of the Spanish 
Republic, the dismemberment of Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, and Rumania, the overrunning of Belgium, the 
collapse of France, the tottering of the British Empire. 
One by one, the various nations of modern Europe 
have bowed to Axis or Soviet might, until now only 
‘diminutive Greece and scattered free French colonies 
second Britain’s resistence to the dictatorial powers. 
WEARY TRAMP OF REFUGEES ; 

And with these calamitious happenings throughout 
the world has come the weary tramp of refugees 
“driven from their homes before the scourge of war. 
Never before in modern times has there been witnessed 
a stampede as frenzied as that of French, Belgian, and 
Dutch civilians before the Nazi blitzkrieg which 
brought France and the Low Countries to their knees. 

The Red Cross has worked without ceasing in the 
midst of all this extraordinary chaos, aiding both the 


bewildered refugees and the wounded on battlefields 
and in bombed civilian centers. 


AMERICANS HAVE BEEN GENEROUS 
Americans, thankful that they are able to give, have 
been generous in their support and numbers of ships, 
loaded with supplies, have been dispatched across the 
Atlantic to England. 
But each new day brings added tasks for the hard- 
pressed Red Cross. War does not sleep. Nightly the 
German bombers unload their deadly cargoes on Lon- 
-don and other big British cities. Tomorrow war may 
_break out without warning in Turkey and the Balkans, 
in Indo-China, in Spain again, in the distant East Indies. 
The work of the Red Cross is never ended.

@ Campus ginkgo makes wishes come true 


RARE TREE IS ‘LIVING FOSSIL’. 


Unknown to almost everyone is the fact that we have on 
our campus an extraordinary tree. Standing on the south- 


west corner of the lawn, 


with its brown leafless branches, 


is a ginkgo tree. This strange plant has existed essenitally 


unchanged for perhaps 
a longer period of time than any 
other living tree. 

As the sole survivor of a 
numerous group of plants with a 
very long geological ancestry the 
ginkgo may be legitimately called 
a “living fossil.’? The ginkgo was 
grown in ancient times about 
temples in China, where it is con- 
sidered a sacred plant. Although it 
is reported as a native of western 
China, it is not positively known 
to occur in a truly wild state. 

This rare tree is known to 
exist only in moderately mild 
climates. The ginkgo serves mere- 
lv as an ornamental tree and has 
no commercial uses. Girls at an 
eastern college are reported to 
have a tradition that if they stand 
under the ginkgo tree and make 
a wish, the wish will come true. 

The finest ginkgo trees in South- 
ern California are near the old 
horse barn and the Hugo Reid 
adobe on the Lucky Baldwin estate 
at Santa Anita.

Today you picked up El Diario, 
casually looked it over, and then 
threw it away—just the same as 
you have done all through the se- 
mester.
